powers of evil. Aldus Manutius, the famous Italian printer of 
of the sixteenth century, went to Africa on. 
pedition, and brought back with him a very black negro boy. 
Negroes weré a rarity then. The report immediately gained 
circulation that the printer had been employing the Black Art 
in his work and that the Pickaninny was in reality an imp of 
Satan, He was called the “Little Black Devil". The charge 


begame so serious thatthe: printer was forced to exhibit the . 
negro in public. “In his announcement hesaidi— ea 


“Be it known to Venice that I, Aldus. Manutius, printer of 
the Holy Church and to the Doge, liave this day made public 
exposure of the “Printer's Devil. 
not flesh and blood may come and pirich him.”

Cy was the only man in Canada. who _ ever 
got into railway work by means of starting a railway maya- 
zine, which he did a good many years ago, Long before he be- 
came publicity agent of the Grand Trunk he was_well- known 
a8 the writer of railway stories, casual poems and occasional 
humour. On one sidé Cy. was always a humourist. Some- 
times he broke out into poetry, Probably the worst product- 
ion was the song, “Sweet Marie”, which made him: popular
